THE  1955  football  season  saw  Archbishop  Williams  reach  the  heights  of  fame.  Her  chances  for  success  were  narrowed 
after  being  jumped  from  Division  III  to  the  Class  A Catholic  Conference;  but  the  indomitable  Williams  spirit,  the 
determined  willingness  of  the  squad  and  the  untiring  efforts  of  Head  Coach  Garrity,  Coach  Mayo  and  Coach  Colombo,  led 
the  fighting,  never- say-die  Bishops  to  the  co- championship  with  Lawrence  Central.  This  was  the  only  team  to  defeat 
our  champions  in  a hair-raising  game  that  found  the  Bishops  running  out  of  gas  after  having  led  for  the  first  three  quarters . 
Our  boys  picked  up  after  having  that  first  defeat;  they  roared  over  St.  John's  Prep,  the  favored  and  highly  rated  Malden 
Catholic,  Canton,  St.  Mary's,  Keith  Academy . The  1955-56  team  closed  the  most  successful  season  in  Williams  short 
football  history  by  defeating  arch  rival,  Matignon. 

With  good  material  returning  for  next  season,  the  Notre  Dame  of  high  schools  will  continue  to  sing  her  "Victory  Song. "

HEIGHT  AND  FIGHT 

ARCHBISHOP  WILLIAMS'  hoopsters  came  through  in 
1955-56  as  co-champions  of  the  Catholic  League.  The 
Williams'  teams  have  the  reputation  of  winning  many  league 
titles  and  championships  . This  year  was  no  exception . The 
boys  started  the  season  slowly  by  winning  only  four  of  their 
first  seven  games . After  that  they  caught  fire  and  won 
twelve  of  their  last  thirteen  games . They  captured  the  co- 
championship of  the  Catholic  League  and  tied  with  perennial 
champs  Lawrence  Central,  the  league's  "basketball  factory." 

The  night  of  February  eighth  will  long  be  remembered  as 
the  night  that  the  Lawrence  jinx  was  broken  when  the  Bishops 
came  through  with  a smashing  68-53  victory.  There  literally 
was  dancing  in  the  streets  (as  well  as  in  the  school  parking 
lot.) 

The  Bishops  were  invited  to  the  Catholic  Tourney  for  the 
fourth  straight  year . They  won  the  first  game  against  St . 
Joseph's  of  Pittsfield  and  then  lost  in  the  semifinal  round  to 
the  tourney  favorites,  St.  John's  of  Worcester.  Playing  under 
the  handicap  of  losing  two  of  their  starting  players,  Williams 
fought  every  inch  of  the  way,  falling  behind  only  late  in  the 
last  period . 

Lynn  English  dashed  the  Bishop's  hope  of  reaching  the 
Gardens,  but  again  they  were  playing  under  difficulties  be- 
cause of  the  illness  of  their  two  big  forwards  . 

They  went  down  gloriously,  true  to  their  motto,  "Height 
and  Fight.”
